It is rolling around to annual 
meeting time again, the time 
\ hen public officials give their 
i Jports on their doings of the 
year. When those who have ac¬ 
cepted the onerous and never 
oil-paid task of conducting the 
isincss ot their Municipality, 
ilage or school district, will 
appear before their electors to 
; ive a report of their steward- 
chip. 

There are three attitudes with 
\.hich the general public will 
accept this annual reckoning. 
Some will be indifferent, and not 
even attend the meeting. Some 
ill stay away from the meet¬ 
ing and kick for the rest of the 
> car. And some will attend the 
meeting and say what they 
t link, and gracefully accept the 
ruling of the maority. Obvious¬ 


ly the latter is the proper class 
into which we should try to 
fall. On the whole public offic¬ 
ials are working for the good 
of the district they serve. Be¬ 
ing human, they are apt to 
make mistakes, and are apt at 
times to let their human stub- 
boi ness override their better 
judgment .... but on the whole 
they will carry out the wishes 
of their electors as far as they 
can to the benefit of the whole. 
But whether you like what they 
have done or not you have the 
privilege of bringing your case 
before the annual meeting, and 
having the ratepayers give their 
definite instructions. 

If you feel they have been 
in the wrong, it is far better 
to tell them outright in plain 
English . . . on the other hand 
if you feel they have done well, 
for goodness sake give them a 
break, and lot them know that 
their work has not been in vain. 
Iloller just as loud as the knock¬ 
ers. 

In any case ... be at the an¬ 
nual meeting, for it’s mighty 
disheartening to work all year, 
and take a lot of public respons¬ 
ibility, and then, when the an¬ 
nual ratepayers meeting- comes, 
to find that those for whom you 
have worked exhibit so little in¬ 
terest that they will not ever 
come out to hear your report.— 
Chauvin Chronicle.

THE CHALLENGE OF. |939 

The many admirers of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson find in his es¬ 
says and poems a unique source 
of inspiration to tackle the ev¬ 
ery da v problems of life with 
courage and independence. He 
is known as one of the greatest 
exponents ol individual freedom 
of thought and action. It is in¬ 
teresting to know something of 
the background of such an im¬ 
portant personality. 

Emerson had an Aunt Mary. 
She was a woman ot sturdy pio¬ 
neer stock who daily accom¬ 
plished the work of several or¬ 
dinary men on aNew England 
farm. After sundown she often 
took advantage of her few unfill¬ 
ed moments to write letters of 
encouragement to her nephew 
at college. Biographers concede 
that these letters were a real 
influence on the mind of young 
Emerson. The gist of her ad¬ 
vice was—“Do the things you 
arc afraid to do.” 

The wisdom of this is exemp¬ 
lified in the lives of men who 
“do things” today. There is 
scarcely a man who ever set out 
to build a bridge, write a book, 
01 organize a business who did 
not have qualms about it before 
ho started—and when the job 
*ks half through. The man who 
takes the responsibility in any 
enterprise is the one who MUST 
1 esolve to carry on with it. The 
fact that bridges DO get built, 
that books and buiness ventur¬ 
es ARE carried to completion 
indicates that some men have 
the courage and ability to see 
things through. 

All of u s haven’t an ‘'Aunt 
Mary.” But most people who 
make a go of things learn that 
the first job to attempt is the 
difficult ;ob. In the words of 
Emerson’s famous Aunt Mary, 
it is necessary to “Do the things 
you are afraid to do.”—Ex.

HOUSE-CLEANING 

With Groundhog Day just 
around the corner and folks 
wondering what kind of a spring 
we are going to have, the time 
has come to think of house-clean 
ing again. 

Indeed, we ought to be giving 
thought to the subject earlier 
Hi is year than ever.
